The  Davidson  Wildcats'  amazing  run  to  the 
iNCAA  Elite  8  captivated  the  student  body,  the 
town,  and  the  nation.  Davidson  lived  and 
breathed  basketball  for  a  nnonth,  as  teachers 
canceled  class,  sheets  were  hung  all  over  town, 
and  singing  Sweet  Caroline  became  the  only  way 
to  get  our  attention.  Hundreds  of  fans  traveled  to 
Raleigh  to  watch  Davidson  upset  Gonzaga  and 
Georgetown  in  two  come  from  behind  victories. 
Then,  almost  half  of  the  student  body  traveled  to 
Detroit  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Davidson 
trustees.  While  in  Detroit  our  Wildcats  advanced 
to  the  Elite  Eight  bracket,  something  that  had  not 
been  done  since  Lefty  Driesell  coached  Davidson 
in  1969.  Wanting  to  share  our  excitement,  the 
CBS  Early  Show  came  to  film  at  Davidson,  Good 
Morning  America  filmed  from  the  Detroit  hotel, 
and  Stephen  Curry  appeared  on  Conan  O'Bryan.
